$90,000,000. It will thus be seen that 
with the expenses exceeding the reven- 
ues by about three millions per week, 
the $58,000,000 or $59,000,000 derived 
from the sale of the $50,000,000 of four 
per cents will very soon be eaton up, af- 
ter the $100,000,000 of gold reserve is 
made intact and the overdue billsof Un- 
cle Sam paid. It has been figured that 
within less than two months we will 
be aguin »roing down Into the reserve 
and permitting current hills to lie 
upon 'Secretary Carlisle's table unpaid. 

When it was proposed to issue bonds 
the announcement was made by Secre- 
taryCarlisle and the administrationists 
in congress that the issue was solely 
for the purpose of keeping up the gold 
reserve, which is a guaranty for the 
outstanding greenbacks and the nu- 
cleus of the government's credit. This 
was carried so far as to demand 
gold coin or gold certificates or 
greenbacks in payment for the bonds 
sold, lint the real object in selling 
bonds was to get money with which to 
meet the current demands of the irov- 
ernment and pay a lot of old bills

CONGRESS HALL. 

The Spot >., Whirl, tha Old CllfllS Mat 
U» lull;* to Be Marked by a Tablet. 

Baltimoiic, Feb. 33.— The spot in 
which the old congress met in 1774 was 
marked Thursday by the planting of a 
bronze tablet The tablet's extreme 
dimensions are $H feet wide by 4 feet 
high. Its center is a flat plate, sur- 
rounded by tin ornamental border. The 
plate is I feot 10 inehes wide by 91 feet 
high, and contains in relief a picture of 
old eonirri'ss hall. The pictures takes 
up a third of the space of the tablet 
Beneath is this inscription In relief: 

"Here Stood The House of Jacob 
Fife, Known Afterward As Congress 
Hall, In Which The Continental Con- 
gresa Met December 20, 1778, And On 
December 27. 1771, Conferred On (Jen. 
Washington Extraordinary Towers For 
The Raising of Troops Aud The Con- 
duct of The Revolutionary War." 

A second inscription is as follows: 

"Erected February M, 18U4, by the 
Society of the Sons of the Revolution." 

Above the plate containing the pic- 
ture and inscription is an ornamental 
cornice with an eagle with outstretched 
wings in each corner and a shield 
with supporting scroll work in the 
middle. The sides of the tablet are 
rounded and about eight inches deep. 
On one of these rounded corners are 
the names of seven of the original 
states — Maryland. I'cniisylvaiiiu, Mas- 
sachusetts, Delaware, New York, 
Rhode Island and Connecticut— with a 
star betweeu caoh. The other si«— 
New Hampshire. New Jersey, Virginia, 
North Carolina, South Carolina and 
Georgia- are on the other side.
